The masancre did not occar near the old Fort
Kearney, but in the vicinity of Fort Philip Kear-
ney, Dakotah Territory. The latier is situated
in the forks of the two piney creeks In the con:
tre of Lhe mountiin district of the Military De-
partment of the Platte, and 10 the heart of the
regionoocupied by the hostile tribes, the Sionx
and the Cheyenues, Its defense consisted of u
well-made stockade of timber, pierced with
loop-holes for musketry., At two of the corners
were blockbouses of timber ldgs eigiteon inches
An dlameter.

It Is thomght thnt the post was eaptured by
treachery, as the foree there should bave been
able to stand & giege, and It seems hardly pos-
sible that it couli bave been eaptored by Indian
assnult

The Indian Treubles at Fort Philip

Yorr Lamamir, December 27.—The ludians
dre very troublesouie, and the froops ut Forl
Phitip Kearneg have been almost in o state ol
shege for weeks past. On the 224 a number of
Indiane eame near the post, aud Brever Liea-
tenant-Colonel W. J. Feltman, ':':I.Fl.llill J. H.
Brown, and Licutenant Glummond, all of the
16th Infantry, gathered hastily 39 men ot Com-
